The Bible Stems from Vedic Times 

The artist for our cover desien,Jane 

bvans, sent us the following informa- 
tion concerning the beautiful cover that 
intreduces our Bible research: 

"There were so many symbols to choose 
from that it was a job picking cne but 
I chose the Dancing Siva (Nataraja) for 
the Vedic Indian Religion or early Hin- 
duism. (The swastika is really the tru- 
est abstract symbol for it, but to most 
people it just means Hitler and the Na- 
zis. (Although Hitler used the swastika 
backwards, kd.) Then Chaldea is repre- 
sented by the symbol for Nanak or Nan- 
nar, (H.P.B. says the Jews borrowed 
their gods from Chaldea, (Secret Doc- 
trine Voil.II, p. 381) and also from 
Abraham, the first founder of the Jew- 
ish race)(Vol.III, S.D. p. 147)»I cop- 
ied that symbol from the one given for 
the Chaldean religion on the walls of 
the Great Hall in Adyar * where they 
have all the symbols of the principal 
religions, Then the pyramids, and the 
Ankh (everlasting life) for Egypt ,where 
the Jews were held in captivity and 
where they found Moses and learned many 
tdeas from the Egyptians, -=-= 

"Incidentally Joan Grant in her book 

SO MOSES WAS BORN, says that Moses was 
really the son of Rameses II by a Jew- 
ish wife, The Jews were much despised by 
the Egyptians so it was thought best to 
have Rameses’! sister find the baby in 
the bulrushes and bring him up with his 
real mother close by, His real name was 
Ra-lloses (Ra-Meses) which the Jews short- 
ened to Moses, dropping the Ra.) 

"The winged man is the symbol for 
Ahura Mazda, the god of the 4oroastrians 
and I got that from the front of the 4o- 
roastrien temple at Adyar. 

"Last of all is the sun symbol of Bab- 
ylonia which seems to be the principal 
one in their drawings, And of course the

was really just a tribal god...."
